Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Deadly Eyes 


is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The Classification Office is required, in accordance with Regulation 28(a) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Regulations, to consider whether the video slick would be likely to be 
classified as objectionable if the slick was submitted under Section 13(1) of the Act for 
classification under Section 23 of the Act. Section 23 of the Act requires examination of the 
publication taking into account relevant criteria stated in Section 3 of the Act. 

The video slick Deadly Eyes presents a photograph of a dead female with her throat cut. This 
photograph depicts the infliction of serious physical harm and an act of cruelty in an express and 
graphic manner. The image of a mutilated female is placed out of context of the video recording 
and is used as advertising material to promote the publication. Given the manner of this 
depicition, it is considered that the availability of the video slick is likely to be injurious to the public 
good as is therefore, not approved.
